Federal Laws Are

Warhington, Sept. 3. ~The executive
council »f the American Federatlon of
Labor onight (ssued an address “(o
the orgamizsd lxbor of America.”

“CT ull legislat!ve measures, the
eight-hour day and anti-injunction
bills have recelved our special atten-
tion,

“Becayse of the wonderful Inprove-
ment In these methods of wealth pro-
duction, by which the needs of ma: and
the luxuries of life can be created in W
work day of elghe hours, we demand
the enforcement of the elght-hour day."
- President Roosevelt had another con-
ference today with the executive com-
mittee of _he Federation of Labor, at
which the prsident's attitude ‘oward
babor unlonism was discussed. The res
fusal of the president to discharge
Foreman Miller from the government
printing office amd his stalemsnt that
he could not discriminate between
unien and nonunion men in the employ
ment ¥ mechanics had not been thor-
oughly understood by many union m.

Mr. Noosevelt made it plain that in
form of employment excepting that cir
camscribed by the federal statutes, he
